Often  called  Adam  Eolender,  Sr*  Ho  was  born  in  Ger¬ 
many  in  ?.'ay  22,  173E>,  the  son  of  John  Jacob  colender.  He 
was  one  of  six  sons.  nis  baptismal  certificate  is  dated 
1769*  His  wife  was  Elizabeth  Fresoie.  The  two  of  them

came  to  the  United  States,  leaving  Germany  June  16,  175^* 

He  embarked  for  America  at  Amsterdam,  Holland  in  the 

Pritish  ship  "Good  Intent”,  John  Lasly  master.  vhen  he 

arrived  at  Philade Ionia,  Pa.  he  took  the  oath  of  allegiance

to  the  British  government  on  Oct.  23,  I7$h»  It  is 

believed  he  settled  in  Lancaster  County  or  Perks  County,

Pa.  before  ho  moved  to  what  is  now  Snyder  County.  He  was 
assessed  In  Penn  township  for  the  first  time  in  17714* 

In  1731  and  thereafter  for  a  number  of  years  he  was  assessed 
with  300  acres  and  personal  oroperty,  He  Is  suooosed  to 
have  takon  out  his  first  land  In  1760  and  added  to  it  till 
he  had  a  large  tract  which  he  called  "Bollandis" .  . 

Morris  signed  the  original  deed  to  thi3  land  in  177?*  The 
name  was  given  to  the  land  in  17^7.  This  land  was  given 
by  Adam  Sr.  to  his  son  Henry  who  gave  it  in  turn  to  his 
son  Jacob.  Jacob  gave  it  to  his  son  Charles.  The  land

was  sold  in  1917* 

In  1776  Adam  -Eolender  Sr.  was  a  member  of  the 
Committee  of  Public  Safety  from  Penn  township  and  he  may 
have  had  other  services  in  the  Revolution.  In  1736  and 
1737  he  was  constable  in  Penn  township.  In  1791  he  was 
one  of  a  board  of  viewers  appointed  by  the  court  to

locate  a  road  from  John  Adam  ^isher’s  ferry  across  the 

Isle  of  Quo  and  up  the  Penn  valley.  From  1799-1301 

he  was  a  road  supervisor  in  Penn  township.  He  lived  In

Center  township  in  1300. 

His  sons  were  Adam  Eolender,  Jr.,  John  Frederick, 

John,  and  Henry.  The  first  three  named  served  in  the

Revolution.  pe  may  have  had  a  daughter,  Flizabeth,  who 

became  Mrs.  Spade..  She  wrote  from  Pickaway  County,  Ohio 

about  1321  to  Henry  Dolender  asking  about  her  share  in

railroad  ended  at  Altoona  so  he  had  to  travel  by  stagecoach 
up  Eald  Eagle  valley  to  reach  the  spots  he  wished  to  visit 
in  Centre  Co.  It  is  reported  that  his  father  received 
a  land  grant  in  Pa.  for  his  services  in  the  Revolutionary 
War*  Adam  Jr.  either  never  took  the  claim  or  left  it. 

In  fact  it  Is  not  known  definitely  where  the  land  was 
located, --Perhaps  Centre  Co.  David  is  suooosed  to  have 
been  going  back  to  Pa.  In  i860  to  claim  this  land  when 
he  met  with  an  accident  to  his  leg  when  one  of  the  iron 
boxes  used  to  haul  cheese  fell  on  his  leg.  He  was  either 
hauling  the  cheese  or  driving  a  stagecoach  that  carried 
the  cheese.  ("e  do  not  know  which  statement  is  correct). 

He  refused  to  have  the  leg  amnutated  so  died  of  gangrene,

In  1821  or  1822  David  wrote  a  letter  from  Pike 
tov/nshio  in  Stark  Co.,  Ohio  to  his  uncle,  Henry  ^olender,

The  family  name  has  been  found  with  many  spellings,— 
probably  written  as  the  writer  heard  it  or  guessed  at  its 
spellings*  Examples  are  Polender,  Bolander,  Bollender, 
Bohlander,  Bollinger,  and  even  Polander.  Uso  there  were 
many  different  families  bearing  this  name, --some  related 
to  one  another,  some  not*  Probably  many  we re  of  German 
origin,  though  it  is  also  reported  that  some  are  of 
Swedish  extraction.
